Belides,  as  a  further  proof,  if  any  perfon  will 
apply  to  me,  I  will  refer  them  to  perfons  of 
veracity,  before  whom  Monf.  de  Velnos  made

Were  this  a  fadt,  the  mighty  me  it  he  arro¬ 
gates,  might  be  admitted ;  but,  unfortunately 
for  Mr.  Saffory,  the  defign  has  been  anticipated 
by  a  medicine  being  introduced  into  England 
feveral  years  ago  fully  anfwering  the  purpofes 
he  defcribes ;  being  an  acknowledged  fpeciiic 
in  all  venereal  and  fcorbutic  diforders,  and  in  a 
complication,  and  totally  free  from  any  particle 
of  mercury.  But  further  to  fupport  his  ground- 
lefs  claim,  he  prefumes,  notwithstanding  the 
confirmed  efficacy  of  the  faid  medicine  through¬ 
out  a  long  and  very  extenfive  practice,  and  the 
% 

many  undoubted  tefii monies  of  its  genuine  qua¬ 
lity;  to  brand  it  as  fpurious,  and  declare  it  to  be 
vended  under  a  deceptive  title. 

In  order  to  demon fi rate  the  validity,  or  rather

fallacy  of  thefe  charges,  it  will  be  neceifary  to 
recapitulate  feme  circumitances,  which  it  is

tic  and  furgery,  had  at  all  times  a  gentleman  of 
the  faculty  to  attend  the  patients  to  whom  the 
medicine  was  adminiflered:  Being  at  Paris  fome 
rears  ago,  and  becoming  acquainted  with  Monf. 
ie  Velnos ;  it  happened  that  the  gentleman  who 
then  attended,  and  is  now  furgeon  to  the  French 
jmbaflador  redding  in  the  court  of  Great  Britain 
and  can  certify  the  lame,  declined  that  office  - 
n  confequence  of  which,  I  at  his  own  particular 
requell,  undertook  the  fame,  from  a  motive  of 
friendlhip.

of  the  fame  might  go  abroad  at  any  time:  Nor 
were  my  fufpicions  groundlefs ;  fince  I  can  de¬ 
clare,  that  I  have  not  only  feen  many  in  a  flate 
of  falivation,  but  have  myfelf  taken  them  out  of 
the  fame  ;  (which  is  known  to  feveral  who

alarmed  and  new  not  how  to  proceed. 

In  ‘order  to  corroborate  this  circumftance  it

r~¥~'  H  E  time  of  treatment  may  be  divided 
JL  into  two  parts  or  fpaces.  1  he  firil  is  that, 
during  which  the  patient  is  confined  to  his  room, 
and  keeps  himfelf  very  warm  :  The  fecond, 
during  which  he  goes  out,  and  tranfadts  his 
ordinary  bufinefs.  The  common  courfe  is  one 
month  :  The  firft  fifteen  days  are  employed  in 
making  preparations,  and  in  taking  the  fyrup ; 
the  iaft  in  the  confirmation  of  the  cure  that  was

begun  in  the  former.  The  preparations  are 
neither  long  nor  expen  five;  they  confift  in  bleed¬ 
ing  and  purging  the  patient ;  but  bleeding  is 
omitted  when  the  patient's  confutation  is  im¬ 
paired  by  the  difeafe,  by  any  internal  applications, 
by  age,  &c.  The  third  day  of  the  treatment 


he  begins  the  ufie  of  the  Syrup,  which  he  takes 
in  the  following  order: 


1.  At  fix  in  the  morning,  the  patient  being 
in  bed,  takes  about  four  ounces  of  the  Syrup.

made  concerning  the  point;  muft  induce  every 
candid  and  impartial  perfon  to  believe  that 
Mr.  de  Velnos  could  not  poffibly  underftand  the 
precife  meaning  and  import  of  the  articles  to 
which  he  depofed  ;  or  he  never  could  have 
affirmed  on  oath  that  he  was  foie  inventor  of  a 
medicine,  he  acknowledged  to  have  received 
from  a  native  of  Calabria  ;  or  that  he  never  dis¬ 
covered  the  compofition  of  the  fame,  to  any 
perfon,  after  having  communicated  it  to  a  com¬ 
mittee  of  twenty-four  members ;  fo  that  it  evi¬ 
dently  follows  all  this  muft  have  been  done  at 
the  inftigation  of  a  combined  party,  who  availed 
themfelves  of  his  ignorance  cf  the  Englifh  lan¬ 
guage,  to  fubferve  their  own  inndious  purpofes ; 
the  crime  muft  therefore  be  transferred  to  them.

Having  the  hardinefs  to  advertife  for  perfons

hereby  held  forth  not  only  Velnos  but  himfelb 
.s  an  able  practitioner;  I  informed  the  public  of 
he  trick,  and  referred  them,  as  he  himfelf  had 
dvertifed,  for  conviction  of  the  capacities  of 
hefe  pretended  doCtors.  1  he

The  fallacy  and  ignorance  of  this  circumftance 
being  thereby  detected  and  expofed,  application 
was  made  to  Mr.  Saffory,  who  before  was  wholly 
unconcerned  and  quite  out  of  the  queftion,  but 
being  of  the  facu'ty  his  concurrence  in  the  affair 
was  now  deemed  indifpenfably  neceffary.  Ac¬ 
cordingly  a  family  combination  between  Mercitr 
and  Meff.  Saffory  and  Son  was  formed}  the  two 
latter  were  to  become  often fible  agents}  Mercier 
was  to  retire  behind  the  curtain  }  an  d  Velnos, 
their  pliant  tool,  was  prevailed  on  to  depofe, 
that  he  had  left  his  Vegetable  Syrup  to  be  admi* 
niftered  only  by  Meff.  Saffory  and  Son. 

Notwithftanding  Mercier  fo  plaufibly  appeared 
to  have  renounced  the  phyfical  character  he  had 
long  affumed  }  as  occafion  required,  and  fooner 
than  the  partnerfhip  fhould  fultuin  any  lofs,  he 
perfonated  Mr.  Saffory,  and  again  obtruded 
himfelf  as  one  of  the  faculty.

now  this  Speedy  method  of  conveying  and  re¬ 
ceiving  intelligence  to  and  from  Paris,  mud;  be 
impracticable;  unlefs  it  may  be  fuppofed  to  keep 
pace  with  the  fallacy  and  abmrdity  of  fuch  an 
intimation.

with  many  contingent  ones,  is  brought  into  con.

to  this  paltry  fubterfuge,  and  was  the  undoubted 
caufe  of  it,  viz.  that  great  lofs  muft  be  fuftained 
even  though  they  fell  at  a  Guinea  per  Quart ; 
from  whence  it  plainly  follows,  it  is  not  im¬ 
ported  from  France,  and  confequcntly  cannot  be

Mercier,  as-  is  well  known  to  many  of  his  coun¬ 
trymen.  Indeed  this  fcoolmafler  has  been  a 
dealer  in  recipes  for  feveral  years  paid,  and  inft- 
dioufly  availed  himfelf  of  divers  compofitions 
brought  into  reputation  by  the  Ik  ill  and  induftry 
of  approved  pract  itioners ;  as  to  inftance  a  noto¬ 
rious  fadt  in  the  cale  of  Daran’s  bougies,  the  pro¬ 
perty  of  Mr.  Lallier,,  forge  on,  of  which  he  caufed 
a  fpurious  fort  to  be  vended,  and  had  the  hardi- 
nefs  with  them  to  deliver  exadt  copies  of  that 
oentleman’s  inftructions  for  the  ule  of  the  genuine

bougies:  Belides  an  obfervation  of  the  form  of 
the  bottles,  and  the  impreffion  of  the  feal,  will 
further  detedt  the  iuggle ;  as  neither  of  them 
correfpond  with  thofe  of  Vonf.  Velnos,  who 
likewife  never  put  his  medicine  into  pint  bottles. 

Submitting  it  to  the  impartial  public  to  draw 
inch  inferences  as  may  be  deemed  moft  juft  from 
this  reprefen taticn  of  the  affair  ;  I  muft  take  the 
liberty  of  pronouncing  Ivir.

title :  Indeed  he  has  not  a  tingle  requifite  even 
to  fudain  the  contemptible  character  of  a  quack. 


Behold  with  what  amazing  ingenuity  the  apo¬ 
logy  is  introduced  by  IV  r.  SafFory  for  having 
troubled  the  public,  with  a  difpute  which  pro¬ 
perly  lies  between  him  and  Mr.  de  Velnos ! 
“  the  earned  entreaty  of  Velnos,  and  the  defire 
ct  every  honed  man  mud  feel  ;o  vindicate  the 
“  character  of  a  friend,  injured  in  the  mod  ten- 
“  der  point.”  A  very  fpecious,  plaufihle,  and 
pompous  pretence.  But  in  order  to  withdraw 
this  flimfey  veil  of  deception,  and  expofe  the 
impofition  in  its  proper  colours ;  let  the  two 
points  of  the  apology  be  attended  to.  As  to  the 
entreaty,  we  have  only  his  ipfc  dixit  for  it ;  and 
there  is  all  reafonable  foundation  to  conclude,  if 
fuch  entreaty  had  been  communicated  by  Velnos, 
that  particular  claufe  would  have  been  inferted 
in  the  pamphlet,  amongd  the  extracts  from  his 
letter ;  nay  the  cafe  is  the  very  reverfe,  Velnos 
having  from  the  commencement  of  the  alterca¬ 
tion  to  the  prefent  day,  been  inhigated,  firft  by 
Mercier,  and  then  by  the  combined  party,  who 

through- 
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throughout  the  whole  affair  have  been  principal, 
and  indeed  feem  to  have  prevailed  with  the  poor 
tool  to  do  or  fay  whatever  they  thought  proper 

to  propofe  or  didfafe. 

With  refpedt  to  the  other  part  of  this  very 
plaufibie  apology,  it  will  he  rendered  juftly  fri¬ 
volous,  by  meerly  hinting  that  Velnos,  as  a  pfa  :- 
titioner  in  phyfic,  had  no  character  to  be  tra¬ 
duced  could  not  therefore  be  injured  in  that 
point,  and  confequently  flood  in  need  of  no 
advocate  :  But  it  will  be  difficult  to  determine 


whether  the  caufe  or  the  advocate  he  the  rhoff 
flupid  and  abfurd.

Having  thus  politely  introduced  himfelf  to 
plead  the  caufe  of  V elites,  as  pretended  ;  this 
able  logician,  challenges  to  proof  of  a  point  not 
contefled,  but  admitted  by  the  other  party,  as 
well  as  evident  from  the  nature  of  things,  viz, 
that  Velnos’  Vegetable  Syrup  with  Improvements!

The  memory  of  the  immortal  Shakefpear  I 
revere,  and  heartily  fubfcribe  to  Mr.  Saffory’s 
quotation  from  that  prince  of  Bards;  but  I  hum¬ 
bly  conceive  that  gentleman  who  cites  his  words 
from  a  paffage  in  Othello,  is  more  liable  to  lofe 
his  Purje  than  his  good  Name,  and  confequently 
is  happily  exempt  from  that  poverty  to  which 
the  Poet  alludes.  Perhaps  on  a  review,  there 
may  appear  a  femblance  between  certain  cha¬ 
racters  ;  but  Qui  capit,  ille  jacit. 

It  is  intimated,  that  if  I  decline  the  abfurd 
propofal  of  analyfation,  to  fettle  a  point  granted 
already,  and  concerning  which  no  conteft  fub- 
(ifls ;  1  thereby  decline  putting  my  affertions  to 
die  teft  of  experiments :  It  is  to  experiment  I 
have  ever  referred ;  and  by  faCts  I  have  ever 
leiired  my  medicine  to  lland  or  fall.  J  have 
ifTerted,  and  do  now  again  afiert,  that  the  Ve¬ 
getable  Syrup,  a  medicine  compofed  from  li ru¬ 
de  vegetables  only,  without  a  tingle  particle  of 
nercury,  was  firft  introduced,  and  that  feveral 
rears  ago,  by  me  into  this  kingdom ;  confe- 
uently.

to  be,  what  I  have  announced ;  confequently 
Mr.  Saffory  ’s  charge  is  falfe. 

I  further  declare,  that  knowing  the  compo-

fition,  qualities,  and  effects  of  Velnos  medicine, 
I  did  improve  the  fame;  and  did  from  that  con¬ 
federation  alone,  not  clandeflinely  but  in  the 
moil;  open  and  ingenuous  manner,  obtain  his 
Majeily’s  Royal  Letters  Patent,  after  having  gone 
through  ail  the  neceflary  and  regular  forms ; 

Confequently  the  terms  fpurma  and  Impoflor,  fo 
repeatedly  ufed  by  Mr.  Saffory,  are  fcurrilous 
and  abufi'.'e. 

Upon  thefe  affertians  therefore,  for  the  au¬ 
thenticity  of  which  1  refer  to  the  teft  of  experi¬ 
ment  alone,  depends  the  whole  cafe,  as  it  refpecls 
the  public,  my  opponents,  and  myfelf ;  every 
particular  of  which  is  to  be  refolved  into  one, 
plain,  fimple  queftion,  obvious  to  any  one  of 
common  underftanding.  Does  the  medicine  by 
me  adminiftered,  produce  the  effects  which  I 
attribute  to  it,  arid  prove  to  be  what  I  offer  it

during  the  fir  if  fifteen  days.  Therefore  if  this 
medicine  be  fo  fun  pie  as  pretended,  where  can 
be  the  neceffity  of  enjoining  confinement  to  a 
room,  a  particular  warmth  for  fifteen  days,  and 
a  fitriCt  regimen  from  the  firfl  to  the  laid  day  of 
the  courle  ?

Mr.  Saffory  is  at  full  liberty  to  dilplay  his 
chymical  abilities  in  analyfing  my  medicine,  and 
laying  the  compofition  before  the  public ;  but 
if  the  refuit  fliould  prumife  no  better  information, 
than  what  is  contained  in  the  conclufion  drawn 
from  the  former  analyfis;  his  attempt  will  cer¬ 
tainly  be  deemed  an  impofition  upon  the  under- 
handing  of  mankind,  and  a  glaring  inftance  of 
his  own  folly.

T he  patient  being  treated  according  to  the  ufual 
method,  in  a  courfe  of  time  was  thought  to  be 
entirely  cured;  but  in  about  ten  days  the  tumour 
again  increafed,  which  gave  him  great  uneafinefs. 
The  furgeon,  having  previoufly  experienced  the

Charles  Weyman,  china  painter,  at  the  Bow 
Manufactory,  in  the  county  of  Middlefex,  -had 
for  feveral  years  laboured  under  a  fcorbutic  dis¬ 
order,  of  a  malignant  and  complicated  nature.
